The republican convention for the 


Second assembly district was called 
to order at the 6. A. R. hall, in 
Plover, at 2 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon, by A. £. Bourn, a member of 
the district committee.

ent the various candidates and a lobby 
from the city. Mr. Bourn used a 
gavel wade from wood taken from 
Lookout Mountain, one of the battle 
grounds of the civil war. It was pre- 
sented to the convention by S. D. 
Clark. 


G. E. McDill started the ball roll 


ing by a motion for the appointment 
of a committee on credentials com- 
posed of one delegate from each town. 
This was carried and the following 
names were handed in by the towns : 
Alban, J. P. Hanson ; Almond, E. D. 
Frost; Amherst, Eugene Adams; 
Belmont, J. S. Turner ; Buena Vista, 
S. H. Sherman; Grant, William 
Gaulke; Lanark, Herbert Steadman ; 
Linwood, Chas. Dake; New Hope, 
M. O. Wrolstad ; Pine Grpve, A. E. 
McCallin ; Plover, C. E. Edwards : 
Stevens Point, T. L. Martin ; Stock- 
ton, Hanford Calkins. 


After a recess of fifteen minutes, 


the committee reported the list of 
delegates entitled to seats, and the 
report of the committee having been 
adopted, C. E. Edwards, of Plover, 
was elected chairman and A. E. Mc- 
Callin, of Pine Grove, secretary. A 
painful suspense then followed, broken 
at length by J. S. Turner, who moved 
a vote of thanks to S., D. Clark for 
the gavel. It was carried. The roll 
of towns was next called for nomina- 
tions for assembly. J. P. Hanson, of 
Alban, nominated L. L. Loberg, T. 
B. Fryar, of Amherst, nominated P. 
N. Peterson, H. J. Calkins, of Stock- 
ton, named W. L. Arnott, and G. E. 
McDill advocated the renomi nation of 
H. H. Hoffman. 
Buena Vista and 


Lanark seconded Peterson, and New 
Hope seconded Loberg. 


G. E. McDill and Eugene Adams 


were appointed tellers. An informal 
ballot was then taken, resulting as 
follows: 
Peterson, 15; Arnott 12; 


Loberg, 6; Hoffman 2; Blank I.— 
Total 36. 


Here it was 'discovered that 36 


votes had been cast) while there were 
only 35 delegates, someone having 
voted twice in bis enthusiasm for the 
nomination of his particular can- 
didate. This made another informal 
ballot necessary. 
It showed the fol- 


lowing result: Peterson, 17; Arnott, 
15; Loberg, 2; Hoffman 1.—Total 
35. 


On the first formal ballot Hoffman 


and Loberg dropped out, their .votes 
dividing between the two leading 
candidates. Peterson was nominated 
by a majority of one, receiving 18 
votes to 17 for Arnott. On motion 
of G. E. McDill the nomination was 
made unanimous. 
The nominee, 


who was awaiting just outside the 
door, was then brought In and accept- 
ed the honor in a ten minute speech, 
which It was evident had been well 
prepared. He thanked the delegates 
for their confidence in him and then 
launched into a discussion of the 
issues of the day, making perbaps as 
strong an argument as is possible 
from a republican standpoint. After 
the conclusion of Mr. Peterson's 
speech, the convention, which had 
been a very harmonious one, notwith- 
standing the contest for the nomina- 
tion, adjourned sine die.

WISCONSIN FEDERATION 


Or Women'* Clubs Wilt Soon be Organ- 


ized in Milwaukee.-A Meeting 


Called. 


A correspondent says that a hope- 


ful feature of our clubs is that, to a 
(,-reat extent, they are becoming the 
main social arteries of places where 
they are located, thus elevating the 
standard of social 
entertainment, 


while their effective interest in phil- 
anthrophy and gJucational matters 
deserves more than a passing mention. 
We have no State Federation in Wis- 
consin, but we have taken steps 
toward perfect union. 
We have a 


correspondence committee, the mem- 
bers of which are located in various 
parts of the State, that has been 
divided for this purpose into districts 
of several counties each. The com- 
mittee is willing to act as a sort of 
reciprocity bureau, to collect and dis- 
tribute information, and its, work has 
already proved of real and permanent 
value in promoting acquaintanceship 
between the clubs and bringing about 
a helpful interchange of ideas and 
methods. 
While I deprecate the 


apathy regarding federation, which 
has seemed prevalent in Wisconsin, I 
observe marked indications of awak- 
ening interest. 


In a letter to the editor of this 


department, Mrs. Chas. Morris, state 
chairman of correspondence for the 
General Federation of Women's clubs, 
writes: 


"Now that the movement for a 


federation 
of the 
women's club" 


of Wisconsin is actually launched, I 
am in receipt of numerous inquiries, 
such as 'What classes of clubs are 
eligible to membership?" 'What will 
be the expense ? 'What aim is to be 
accomplished ?' 
'Is it the 
same 


scheme talked of last year V 'What 
forces are back of it V etc. It seems 
wise and certainly very convenient to 
make your valuable paper a medium 
for answering these questions, and 
giving the last one precedence, 
I 


reply: 


"One of the foremost clubs of the 


country, the Milwaukee College En- 
dowment association, is back of the 
movement to the extent of acting as 
hostess and furnishing the necessary 
expenditure of time and money. The 
ten federated clubs of Wisconsin, 
with many other prominent clubs, 
are also supporting it. The interest 
and influence of the General Federa- 
tion have been constantly evinced by 
Mrs. Henrotin and its accredited state 
ollicer, while the state board of cor- 
respondence is seeking to enlist the 
co-operation of clubs in every section 
of the state. 


"Concerning eligibility of clubs, 


the convention may see fit to open 
its doors very widely but, in issuing 
invitations, the lines followed by the 
General Federation will be adhered 
to. The certificate of incorporation 
of that body states 'constitutions of 
clubs applying for membership should 
show that no sectarian or political 
test is required and that while- the 
distinctively 
humanitarian 
move- 


ments may be recognized, their chief 
purpose is not philanthropic and 
technical, but social, literary, artistic 
or scientific culture. 
The aims and 


aspirations of state federation are so 
far-reaching as to require much space 
to elaborate, but briefly stated, such 
a union will enable each club to know 
of the best that is being accomplished 
by the clubs and to adapt such good 
to its own uses. 


Extracts from the invitation recent- 


ly issued are as follows: The Mil- 
waukee College Endowment Associa- 
tion takes pleasure in inviting your 
club to meet with them in Milwau- 
kee, October 20th and 21st, 1890, for 
the purpose of considering the for- 
mation of a Wisconsin State Federa- 
tion of Women's Clubs. 
We wish for 


a broader acquaintance among the 
club women of our state, for a wider 
exchange of thought, a more thorough 
co-operation, 
an 
advancement 
in 


methods, a unity of purpose which 
are attendant upon the banding of 
many, and lacking which the progress 
of the indivdual club is retarded. 
The convention will be called to order 
Tuesday, October 20th, at 9:30 a. m., 
in the club room of the Pflster Hotel, 
corner Jefferson and Wisconsin streets, 
continuing through as many sessions 
as are required to complete the organ- 
ization. 
Mrs. Ellen M. Henrotin, 


President of the General Federation 
of Women's Clubs, has promised to be 
present and deliver an address, and 
also other interesting and able speak- 
ers are assured.

MESSHS. WILLIAM KEXNKDV, A. K. LEA AND JOHN EEX, COMMI-ITUK : 


Responding to your notice of the action of the Appieton convention, 


nominating me the democratic candidate for congiess in this district, per- 
mit me through you to express to the convention the high appreciation in 
which I view its action and the great honor conferred upon me in placing 
me in nomination for the honorable and responsible office of congressman. 
It was a most distinguished honor indeed, 
i regret very much my inability 


to 1'uily meet the expectations of the convention, or the just requirements of 
such position : and 1 take the liberty of saying that 1 regret very much the 
action of the convention for reasons well known to the convention and to 
the country before my nomination was made, and that I then felt and now 
feel that such reasons were sufficient to induce the convention to seek some 
other candidate from the many in the district better qualified than I. 
Your 


appeal to me was urgent and sincere, and since my nomination I arn in the 
receipt of letters Troiu prominent men, widely scattered throughout the dis- 
trict, urgently insisting that I accept the nomination tendered me by the 
convention, aud suggesting that this is not a time to shirk responsibilities 
except for insuperable reasons ; thlit nothing less should excuse those whose 
calls upon the party have been frequent and always honored, when the party 
demands their services.

Although the money value per acre has been largely decreased, as shown, 


it is conclusively proven that this is not due to ;i decreased yield per aero, as 
the yield has slightly increased. 
Increased Knowledge of fertilization and 


better methods of cultivation in the more thickly settled states, and every- 
where that intelligence is applied to farming, is adding to the productive- 
ness of our farms and the increase of crops. 
With the encouragement of 


better prices the farmer would be enabled to avail himself of improved 
methods, and increased production would add to the comfort and happiness 
of mankind. With million's starving for want of the crops that a beautiful 
God gives to us, the cry of over-production is not only absurd, but it is crim- 
inal. 


The farmers are the people most interested of all in this question. Look 


at the above statement and what is there shown is true of every other pro- 
duct of the farm. 
Jle is the victim of falling prices. 
A bountiful Provi- 


dence may fill his granaries with grain, his yards and pens with cattle and 
bogs, and the whole yield not a cent for him. 
His productions fill the cars 


of railways and yield to the carrier ample freight returns; to the commission 
man his usual fees ; but to the farmer who produces such abundance in the 
sweat of his biow there remains nothing over actual production and oftener 
nothing for his own labor. 
Everything he raises is down, down, down ; 


everything down but money. Money, by reason of its scarcity, demands its 
cent per cent., a rate that will surely eat the farmer up. A practical farmer 
myself for the past thirty years and more, I known whereof I speak ; owning 
one of the best farms in the county, with all the necessary appliances, I do 
know th;tt with the prices for the past few years, farm products afford no 
remuneration for the farmer's labor. 


Scarce money is dear money; scarce money makes low prices ; "plenty 


money makes high prices. 


Low prices for farm products means scarce money ; higher prices means 


money plenty. The table shows that notwithstanding production has fallen 
off, prices have continually gone lower.

H will be iioUceilillwt tin-price 01 whent, together with all cereals, has been growing 


less each year. It will also be noticed that with more thftii twice the number ol bushels of 
gross production upon nearly three times the number of acres of land that the money re- 
ceived for the products was very nearly the name. 


It is the standard money that measures all the property, and all the 


property can never exceed in value the amount of such standard money as 
measured by it. 
When the volume of standard money is diminisned, all 


values diminish in like proportion ; if one-half, values shrink one-half, as 
measured by such standard money. Therefore the producer is interested in 
having the volume of standard money large, at least equal to the fair value 
of all other commodities, and such standard money should not be in such 
volume that combinations and syndicates may be able to handle and manip- 
ulate it, so as to make it scarcer and high and therefore dearer, because that 
is an injury to the holders and dealers in all other commodities. 


Now, all experience shows that under the gold standard in this country, 


by reason of i. e.: the volume thereof—the men who deal in money, combina- 
tions' here and in Europe, are aDle to control such standard money in their 
own interest, and have done so, to the em harassment of the government and 
injury of the people, which could not be done if silver was with gold stand- 
ard money, by reason of the larger amount of the two. 
No doubt it is for 


the interest of every man whose property is not money to vote for the restor- 
ation of silver. Don't let us be alarmed at the cry of Hooding the country 
with silver. No laboring man, farmer, or producer of any kind was ever 
brought face to face with too much money. 
Money is the life of business. 


Plenty money brings activity and enterprise where depression existed. 


The adoption of the bimetalic standard, say the gold bugs, will send all 


the gold kiting to England. 
Well, what of it ? Plenty money raises prices, 


all admit. 
What then V The millions of dollars worth of products we send 


there every year, grain, cotton, corn, beef, pork and agricultural implements, 
will net good prices, and the gold will conac back. 
But again, how can any- 


body get our gold without paying for it ? See ! Another scare to hide truth. 


We see on every hand labor in excess of demand, or employed at low 


wages, lumber yards by the acre of piles of lumber waiting for years for 
remunerative prices and enterprises closing down or running on short time 
jccdiisfiof no demand for their products while population is increasing rapid- 
y and therefore consumption increasing. Why 
•> 
The answer invariably is 


'money is scarce and therefore rates of interest high, money worth more at 
interest than in business investments." Look: twenty-four years under 
the gold standard attended with falling prices all the time unless controlled 
by temporary local circumstances. 
Is it not time we tried free silver with 


gold, the double standard ? Nobcdy bnt money bags ever asked that silver be

finance measure beneficial to us and injurious to her. Her people's wealth Is 
in Interest bearing securities which the gold standard makes more valuable 
by reason of scarce and dear money. Find a man whose fortune is In notes and

Ogham writing looks like a 
kind of cipher, for tho people who employ- 
ed It knew the Bomun alphabet, though, 
for reasons of their own, they preferred

Spain may soon have to face most se- 
rioue internal troubles, as well as the 
uprisings in Cuba, the Philippine 
islands, and, possibly, Porto Rico. 


The Carlist deputies early during the 


present month took a determined-stand 
against the adoption by the chamber 
Df the bills providing subsidies for the 
Spanish railroads. They claimed that 
the money thue appropriated could be- 
better employed in Cuba and elsewhere, 
protested against the whole policy of 
the government, financial and political. 
Later, when the railroad subsidies were 
adopted, the Carlist deputies withdrew 
in a body from the chamber. 


Under ordinary circumstances—tha: 


is to say, if the Spanish government 
had been hands free—these manifesta- 
tions would have been followed by re- 
pressive measures, including, probably, 
the arrest of the defiant Carlist depu- 
ties. But Premier Canovas claimed not 
to regard the attitude of the Carlists 
in a serious light and gave it out that 
the government was confident that the 
pope, the clergy generally and tho 
house of Austria would bring pressure 
to bear on the Carlist chiefs and pre- 
vent any uprising. It was also inti- 
mated that Don Carlos had promised 
the pope and Emperor Francis Joseph 
of Austria, within whose domains the 
pretender resides, not to do anything 
which would be likely to hamper the 
Spanish government in its task of sup- 
pressing the insurrection in Cuba and 
preparing for the possibility of em- 
broilment with the United States. 


In an interview with Don Carlos the 


pretender is reported to have denied 
that he has entered into any engage- 
ment with the pope or with Emperor 
Francis Joseph not to attack the Span- 
ish regency. Don Carlos is also quoted 
as adding that, while it is true that pa- 
triotism enjoins a peaceful attitude 
upon his part at present, the same pa- 
triotism might counsel a change of 
opinion, for, he concluded, he is per- 
'ectly free to choose the opportune mo- 
ment to reassert his rights. 


The publication of this interview has 


again set the hearts of the Carlists 
beating with expectation and it is more 
Than likely a serious reverse to the 
Spanish arms in Cuba would be (cl- 
awed by an outbreak ol the Carlists, 
:YI\O are admitted to be better pre- 
pared than ever before to take the field 
vith hope of success.

Tb« huge raft ot logs now being con- 


structed at Stella, Wash., by Mesfra. 
Robertson & Baines, is receiving its 
flnlibing touches, and will be cleared 
from the Immense cradle on Saturday 
morning and towed over the bar and 
thence to San Francisco. This will be 
the third raft of logs leaving Stella, 
the first unfortunately being lost at 
sea, but the second was successfully 
towed'to San Francisco last summer. 
The raft which is now ready for mov- 
ing, ia about 300 feet in length, cigar- 
shaped la construction, and contains 
450,000 linear feet of piling and spar 
timbers. Its value is $45,000, and an 
insurance of J1C.500 has been placed on 
the raft, covering over one-third of its 
actual value. The rate of insurance, 
10 per cent, is so high that the owners 
did not feel justified in taking more 
of a risk than would be necessary to 
meet actual expenses entailed in con- 
structing the great raft. It is arranged 
that the raft will leave Stella Saturday 
morning. 
The O. R. &. N. Co.'s tug 


Wallowa, assisted by one of the com- 
pany's steamers Will tow the raft to 
Astoria, where it will be picked up by 
the Spreckles Co. tug-boat Relief and 
carried over the bar to the open sea. 
Here the steam collier Mineola, belong- 
ing to the Southern Pacific Co., will 
lake charge of the raft and tow it to 
San Francisco, expecting to make the 
trip -within five days.

Then cnmo Sir Charles Kusscll, lord chlof 
justice of England, on pleasure lxmt. Fol- 
lowing him ciune LI Hunt? Chang, Ghlmi'a 
grand old man, und Joseph Clminhcrlalu, 
another English cclolirity. Another dis- 
tinguished visitor is M. Aloxundre Felix 
Joseph Rlbot, ox-premier of France, and 
who njiiy bo wtld to ho on the threshold of 
the presidency of our sister republic. lie 
hag un American ivifo, und that niukus him 
nil tho more interesting to us. 


For more th.in lo, yours M. Blhot has 


been in t.he very center of the turmoil of 
French politics, nnd ho Is now enjoying 
what Is probably n most grateful breath- 
ing spoil. Although today ho is but a 
private citizen, tomorrow ho is likely to IMJ 
in tho thick of the fight ugiiln, tho man 
upon whom the oyesof nil his countrymen 
will bo turned. With true republican sim- 
plicity, M. Kibot came unannounced and 
slipped away quietly into Vermont, where 
ho is being entertained by personal friends. 


M. Rlbot, although an "ex, "is by no 


weans n" has been," for he is today un- 
doubtedly one of tho moat eminent states- 
men in Franca He was born 44 years ago 
at St. Omor, department of tho Pus do 
Calais. Ho received a claswlcal education 
nnd then studied law in Paris, receiving a 
doctor's dogriio at tho university when he 
was but 21 years of ago. As a lawyer ho 
rose rapidly in his profession, and tho stop 
into politics was tin easy ono. Ho was first 
chosen secretary of tho conference of advo- 
cates in Paris, and just before tho fall of 
tho second ouipiro was made deputy judgo 
of tho tribunal of the Seine. 


During tho ensuing period of disturbance 


he was a looker on, but in 1875 ho was 
given a place in tho department of justice 
us director of criminal cases and pardons. 
A few months later ho VVJIB promoted to 
tho ofllco of secretary general. Then & 
ministerial crisis,. tho llrnt of >uaoy in 
which ho was dustlwil to llguro, occurred, 
and ho retired to tuko his position in tho 
forefront of tho Paris bar. 


Ho had had a tun to of politics, howovor, 


and ho was bent ou having more. 
All 


tlirough tho crisis which tho MucMnhou 
government Hxpurioncod ho was active as u 
campaigner, ami in 1878 ho was elected a 
deputy for Uoulogno-sur-Mor, In his native 
department. 


IIIs later career was stormy In tho ex- 


treme. 
Often ho lit'ld office and as often 


rofuseil to accept it. His policy was mark- 
ed out with a cluar, bold hand. Ho cnmo 
out as an unflinching supporter of tho ro- 
r Jbllo against monarchical reaction, but 
ho proved hlniR(>lf an equally steadfast 
champion against tho communistic ton- 
floncies of the Radicals. Tho crisis of 1887, 
when M. Grovy wus forced to resign, 
brought M. Hllxit to tliu front. 
As a last 


resort M. Grovy turned to him and asked 
him to form a ministry, but ho declined. 
Then tho unfortunate Carnot bonanio tho 
chief executive nnd under him M. Molino 
invited M. Riliot to enter tho cabinet, but 
ho again refused. 
Ills third opportunity 


ciimc in 1890, when ho was asked to be- 
come minister of foreign affairs by M. de 
Frcyclnot. Ho accepted and was ono of 
tho most successful ministers Franco had 
over had. 


Ho retained tho Rime portfolio under M. 


Loubct, and when that ministry fell ho bo- 
cniuo lu turn prime minister and minister 
of tho Interior. Ho hold olllce until March, 
18'.)3, and during tho years of his ministry 
Franco passed through tho most stormy 
pcgkid of its career as a republic. Tho 
Panama scandal reached Its height and 
shook tho government from center to cir- 
cumference, but, although many of his fol- 
low cabinet ministers were disgraced for 
life, M. Rlbot, being entirely freo from 
any complicity with tho disgraceful swin- 
dles, came out untouched by so much ns a 
breath of suspicion and finally retired from 
ofllcc with a spotless character. 


In January, 18lir>, when M. Catisimlr. 


Perrtcr suddenly retired from the presi- 
dency and tho Dnpuy ministry fell, when 
talk of revolution and a revival «f tho com- 
mune was rlfo, President Fauro turned to 
M. Klbot and nuked him to form a min- 
istry. It was a job which a man less, bravo 
might have declined, but M. ttlbot patri- 
otically ramo forward nnd organlycd a cab- 
inet of conservative 
republicans, who 


brought the republic through the crisis In 
wifely, 
l.n.st October flio Kibot ministry 


was dissolved and M. Hibot retired with 
an untnJBnlsbed rr-pntntion. 


Jlrs. Kibot, his American wife, Is a na- 


tive of Chicago. Her f:ither was I-wioo \V. 
liureh of Buffalo, who went to Chicago 
about l&iO nnd became A millionaire hank 
or. 
In 1KHO he sued his wife for divorce. 


He lost and after settling a largo sum of 
money <m Mrs Bnre.h took one of his two 
diitighttTS and went to Paris, whore ho 
died several years later, but not until Mrs, 
Jitirch had secured a divorce on tho ground 
of desertion nnd remarried. 
His daughter 


nnd companion married at an onriy ngo a 
young Frenchman who diod throe years 
later, leaving her nnd tho management of 
her fortune to his dearest friend, M, Rlbot. 
Tho latter eventually foil In love with and 
married his fair charge. 
Mrs. Riliot hn» 


lived in Franco ever slnoo Miowns 15 years 
old, hut is soid t» still retain her affection 
for American institutions and Americana 
In Koncriil.

husband on bis present visit.

QUEER WAX 


The OrotMqiM IIUBKM of 


Away In WMUnliwtor Abfccy. 


Yours ago a, flight of narrow (ton* •tojw 


led to tho oratory above the chapel, but 
these have long since beun covered with 
wood, uod the orator}* Is u«txl OH a otornge 
place for tho fainout* wax efflglen, tlw l«e«t 
grotesfjue nnd lidHt prebt'rvtxl of which may 
still bo seen there. These wax Ntatue* ure 
the HietntinKtH of 'n strange old time cere- 
mony. Long ago, when a great man or 
woman died, it was tho custom to model a 
representation of the deceased, dressed us 
fa lifo, which was carried in tho funeral 
procession. After the burial the effigy wus 
eot up in church as a temporary monu- 
ment. One odd feature of the practice was 
that during the time that the olflgy was 
ou exhibition It was customary to affix to 
it, by incuuti of paste or pins, short poems 
or epitaphs complimentary to the person 
represented. In the cfwo of a sovereign the 
statue was usually left In position fora 
month only, though after Charles TI died 
his wax figure htood for two centuries over 
!iis tomb In the chapel of Henry VII and 
was the only monument he hod. 


Tho royal efllgies hi-re in Westminster 


date back to the fourteenth century, but 
all of the olile.st ones aro so mutilated and 
defaced that thuy aro not shown. Many 
of them were of wood and have been wan- 
tonly stripped of tho ricli garments which 
they wore. Alxmt a dozen of the later fig- 
ures aro still preserved, each standing 
sillily lu a glass ca.su by itself, and decked, 
OB they arc, in fadtxl Bilk nnd tarnished 
tinsel, they form so startling a contrast to 
their stately marble successors on the 
tombs below that it socnis as If the com- 
ing DI> of tills ono short /light of stops had 
translated tho visitor from tho consecrated 
nlinoHphoro of the ubboy into tho vulgar 
air of Mine.

II. It is dressed in the blue aud red velvet 
robeg of the G/irter, trimmed with superb 
old point laco.

The head of the figure is now bore, 
but it originally wore tho famous cap men- 
tioned in tho "Ingoldsby Legends:"

In tho last century the vergers, when 


showing these figures to visitors, came to 
use this cap us a gentle hint that their 
none too large wages might be acceptably 
increased by a small coin dropped into it. 
Goldsmith, who has recorded an account 
of his visit to tho abbey, says of this cap, 
in an account of a conversation with the 
vergor who was his guide: "Pray, friend, 
what might this cap have cost originally?" 
"That, sir," says ho; "I don't know, but 
this cap li all the wages I have for my 
trouble." 


The two latest figures, those of the Earl 


of Chatham and Admiral Kelson, wore un- 
questionably put in by tho officers of the 
abbey merely for show purposes, to In- 
crease tho attractiveness of tho exhibit. 
That of Lord Nelson is Interesting from 
the fact that it is dressed in a suit of 
clothes which the admiral once woro. 
There scoms good reason to believe this to 
bo true, since, when Macliso borrowed the

Tho problem that Professor SVorthington 


has succeeded in solving Is to let u drop of 
definite size fall from u fixed height In 
comparative darkness on to a surface and 
In i. minute It by n flash of exceedingly 
short uurutiou at any desired stage, BO as 
to exclude all tho stages previous and sub- 
sequent to those selected. Tho many Il- 
lustrations In liis volume testify to tho ac- 
curacy and beauty of his work. 


The curious results of a splush of a drop 


of mercury from u height of three inches 
upon a smooth gloss plate nro particularly 
interesting. Very soon after tho ilrst mo- 
ment of Impact minute rays aru shot out In 
all directions on the surface with marvel- 
ous regularity. From tho ends oi tho rays 
droplets of liquid split off. Tho liquid sub- 
Bides in tho middle and afterward flows 
into a ring. Tho ring than divides hi such 
a manner as to join up tho rays in pairs. 
Thereafter tho whole contracts till the 
liquid rLscs In tho center, so as to form tho 
beginning of tho rebound of tho drop from 
tho plate. Immediately tho drops at the 
ends of tho arms break off, whllo tho cen- 
tral matta rises in n column, which just 
falls, Itself to break up Into drops. 


Ho photographed no fewer than 80 suc- 


cessful stages of tho splash within the 
twentieth of a second, so that the u\urugo 
Interval between thorn wag about tho six- 
hundredth of a second. Remarkable aro 
tho (-plushes of water drops falling about 
111 inches into milk, but moro bcnutlf al 
aro tho dome forms when tho height is 63 
inches.—Knowledge.

Given a good boiler filter and some suit- 


able menus of circulating tho water, any 
boiler owner who installs a plant of this 
kind in a section whore much limo it) con- 
tained In the food water will find it u well 
paying investment. It will not only do 
awivy with all expense of frequent cleaning 
of bollors and greatly reduce the cost of re- 
pairs, but it will also greatly lengthen tho 
life of a boiler. In u section of country 
where tho water is so bad that tho life of a 
bollor is only from 0 to 18 months thte do- 
vluo has boon in use on tho sajuo kind of 
bollm-s for a number of years, with pr«c- 
tlavlly no expense for repairs. It doo.s not 
nood any argument, moreover, to prove 
that from 20 to 50 per cent more water con 
bocvaporatod per pound of fuel with a well 
arranged, clean toiler than with nno that 
is Ixuliy scftlod, and thnt tho danger from 
a clean boiler Is much less than from a 
dirty ono is self evident. —Willljun, J I. Odoll 
in Quwier'n Magazine.

It tho El Plnal vineyard in Kail Joaquiu 
county, not far from Stockton. Part of it 
liaH Ixx-u built about four years end the 
other part was finished only a short time 
ago. As is well known, thu Kl Plnnl vine- 
yard has always made a specialty of brandy 
and sweet wines. 
It was the intention of 


the proprietors to do this when thuy wen I 
into business, and for that reason they lm<! 
tin1 largest still built that was ever put up. 
'1 hat WUA, us has been stated, about four 
yunrs ago, and even then it was ahead ol 
anything in 'izisteuce. It could produce 
more bmndy lu 24 hours thau uny other 
^till in the world, and it has not been sur- 
j '!*M;d since 
lint even that was not 


fi.»ugh to supply all the alcohol needed in 
tticir business, so another still was built 
and made, to work in connection with tho 
tuiyiiml ono. The two are really ono still, 
in th«y art' used, and have abuift three 
tliiii-s the capacity of uny other still in tho 
world 


Tliis enormous machine is located in a 


building by itself, and part of the year is 
kept running day und night. 
It is very 


coiiii-liratod in its workings, so that u de- 
scription of that part of ft cannot bo at- 
tempted hore. It will be sufficient to state 
that the grapo juice or wine is pumped 
iiom vats to a tank on top of tho hill. 
)• rom there it simply pusses through a 
si rie-i of heated chambers in the form of a 
\ap<>r and comes out in tho shape of 
br.nuly. 


it can be tested in the different cham- 


bers and the change noted. In the first 
chamber it is HUH; more than warm wine, 
nnd U gradually gets stronger and stronger 
until it is sharp to taste. From the time 
the svlno leaves tho tank until it comes out 
as grupc brandy only ten minutes is occu 
pied. In tho old method of distilling it 
us'.'d to take nbout three hours. 


In appearance the largest brandy still in 


tho world is simply a conglomeration of 
tanks, pipes and boilers. 
The capacity of 


this still is enough to make a person won- 
der what becomesof all its products. When 
running full time, it can convert 15,000 
gallons of wine into brandy in a day. This 
svill 7iinke about 4,000 gallons every 24 
hours, or onougli to keep about 40,000 men 
in n state of intoxication during that time.

The man of thu hour la undoubtedly LI 


Hung Chang. Ho Is the most distinguish- 
ad and powerful foreigner who has visited 
America in uiaujr years, uud iu many ways 
be is the most remarkable miin of his 
times. While perhaps only a fow thousand 
of us will hove the pleasure of oven seeing 
him, he Is going to circulate around the 
country quite extensively within the next 
month or two, and it is possible that you 
may meet him. If you do, you will want 
to know beforehand Just what sort of a 
man he is aiid all about him. 


Be is 74 years old, but is as vigorous as 


m man of 50. He stands 6 feet and 1 inch 
ID his stocking feet and wears shoes with 
soles an inch thick, so he Is a commanding 
figure when he stands upright. 
JU is his 


family name, but it is written first because 
the orientals do everything in what seems 
to us the reverse prder. Ho does not like 
to be called Li Hung, because there was a 
famous Chinese rebel by that name, and 
LI Is a patriotic man. 


Li is the most powerful man in China, 


hardly excepting the emperor himself, and 
ho is said to be the richest man in the 
world. ' His wealth must be something 
enormous, for he owns vast manufacturing 
Industries in China and has palaces by the 
dozen. He is the only man in China who 
has an army of his own, and it is said the 
wholesome fear of the 10,000 well drilled 
and well armed troops whlcnLl can put into 
the field has more than once saved his head 
from being sacrificed to satisfy the hatred 
of his Manchiiriun enemies, who have great 
influence with the emperor. As viceroy of 
one of the richest provinces in the Chinese 
empire ho has introduced cotton manufac- 
tories, railroads, telegraph and other prod- 
ucts of modern civilization, much to his 
own pecuniary benefit, but greatly to the 
disgust of the conservative Manchurians. 
Li, by the way, is of pure Chinese blood 
and is proud of the fact. He is a self made 
man and has risen from among tho com- 
mon people. 


Li is a widower and greatly mourns tho 


loss of his second -wife, who was an excep- 
tionally competent business woman and 
took entire charge of the affairs of his ex- 
tensive household. It was no small task, 
as the viceroy has more than 1,000 per- 
sonal servants. But the late Mrs. Li was 
said to have been a person of most luxu- 
rious tastes, having a wardrobe which con- 
sisted of more than 500 fur robes, 3,000 
coats of the finest silk and 12,000 trouser- 
ettes of the costliest materials, and most 
elaborate designs. Mrs. LI evidently felt 
her position and tried to dress the part. 


Li comes to America with the same big 
retinue of servants which followed him 
during his visits to all the capitals of Eu- 
rope, so do not Invite him to stay ,over- 
night at your house unless you are pre-

pared to furnish chambers to about 140 
persons. You need not be afraid of Invit- 
ing him homo to dinner with you without 
letting your wife know, for he only pre- 
tends to eat at the public banquets which 
he attends and does not really touch any 
of the various dishes which are put before 
him. He is a great smoker, but you need 
not lay in a supply of cigars. Li would 
not know what to do with them. His 
smoking is done by means of a big silver 
water pipe, and one attendant devotes all 
his time to keeping this primed and loaded. 


When attired in full court dress Li is a 


gorgeous figure. His official hat looks 
like an inverted bread bowl, and from the 
top of it, secured by a big yellow diamond, 
streams the famous three eyed peacock 
feather. The equally famous yellow coat, 
which has twice boon taken away from 
him and twice restored, forms a striking 
part of his.costurue, decorated as It is with 
black dragons with jeweled scales. When 
not on dress parade Li wears on his head a 
black skullcap of stiff silk decorated by a 
big diamond sewed Into the front. 


Li !• an educated man, but no linguist, 


and there la no use in trying to make him 
understand pigeon English. In his staff, 
however, he has •interpreters who under- 
stand all sorts of languages. He is a great 
student of Chinese literature and history. 


Among other members of Li's suit are 


two European physicians, one of whom 
administers dally electric bathg to the 
great viceroy's face as a precaution against 
a paralytic stroke from which Li has al- 
ready suffered twice. He also has his coffin 
along with him, and two attendants have 
this as their special charge. It is aonahog- 
any casket, elaborately carved and deco- 
rated, and was made ten yean ago from a 
single log. 


Li haa been a public official of more or 


less importance for half a century, but this 
is his first visit to the western world, and 
he is seeing many new and strange things. 
It is reported that he took the flattering 
receptions and attentions which were show- 
ered upon him by European nations rather 
cynically, and that he looks forward to his 
travels in America with something of » 
sense of relief. It Is not thought that his 
visit here la made with any important dip- 
lomatic negotiations in view, although he 
comes with a Wg yellow silk envelope ad- 
dressed to President Cleveland. Curiosity 
li mid to be Li's strongest mental charac- 
teristic, and it Is to be hoped that those 
who have charge of his reception can give 
satisfactory answers to all his guileless 
questions.

Water i* procured in various ways in 


different parts of thu globe. The explorer 
Condrean, for Instant*), found soino time 
ago, while wandering among the Tuntuo- 
Ilumac UKiuutuiuii, in tho weetvru part of 
Guiana, that it was not necessary for his 
men to descend to a creek when they want- 
ed a drink of water. A vine known as 
the water vine Is found all through that 
region. It yields an abundant supply of 
excellent drinking fluid whenever It is 
culled upon. This" vi.io grows to a height 
of from 60 to 90 feet 
It Is usually about 


as thick us the upper part of the human 
arm. It winds loosely about tree*, chuu- 
burs up to their summits, and then fall*' 
down perpendicularly to tho ground, where 
it takes root again. The native* out this 
vine off at the ground and then, at the 
height of about six or seven feet, they cut 
it again, which leaves in their hands a 
very stout piece of wood a little longer 
than themselves. In order to obtain tbe 
eap they raise the lower end of the vino 
upon some support and apply the upper 
end to their mouths. 


Six feet of the vine give about a pint of 


water, which quenches thirst as effectively 
as water from the most refreshing brook. 
The bushmeu in the Kalahari desert often 
live scores of miles from places where wa- 
ter comes to the surface. During a certain 
part of the year sharp storms pass over the 
Kalahari, covering the apparently arid re- 
gion with the brightest of verdure and 
filling, for a few short days, the water 
courses with roaring torrents. The bush- 
men know how to find water by digging 
In the bottoms of these dried up river beds. 
They dig a hole three or four feet deep, and 
then tie a sponge to the end of a hollow 
reed. The sponge abaorbs the moisture at 
the bottom of the hole, and the natives 
draw it into their mouths through the 
reed, and then empty it into calabashes for 
future use. 
In that enormous waste 


known as the Gobi desert, north of China, 
showers sometimes fall during the sum- 
mer, and the torrents of a day fill the dried 
up water courses, through which water 
seldom runs. It is in these channels that 
the Mongols dig their wells, expecting to 
find a little water when upon the surface 
of the pluteau itself the soil has lost all 
traces of humidity. It is owing to the fact 
that a part of the moisture falling during 
a fow rainy days is thus preserved within 
roach that it is possible for caravans to 
cross the desert. — Now York Lodger
